aColledge ar Cambrrage , he gave at his death a rhouſaud markes to the poor, 
nd to rwelve poore Knights of /:2dſore, each of them rwelve pence a day for 
wer, and every yeere a loug gowne of white cloath : in the fifth yeer of this 
Kings reighe, George Mozor Major of London, re-edified the decayed ſteeple of 
the Church of altham-ſftow in Eſſex, adding rhereunto a ſide Ile with a Chap- 
pel where he lieth buried; on the North fide of the Church-yard there he foun- 
deda faire Alm{-houſe, for a Prieſt and thirteen poor men and women, giving 
them a weekly maittenance ; he alſo for the commodity of Travelours made a 
cawley of timber over the marſhes, fromWalrham-ſtowroZ ock-bridg towards Low 
4s.Inthis Kings eighth yeerRzchard Foxe Biſhop of Winche fer founded Corpus 
Chrii#z Colledge in Oxford, minding to have made it a houſe for Monkes, bur 
Hugh Oldham Biſhop of Exceter, perſwaded him ro make it rather a Colledge 
for Schollars,and joyned wirh him in ir, contriburing great ſums of money to- 
wards ir, contenting himſelfe with the name onely of a Benefa@our. In his ſe- 
xench yeer King Hezry builded the town of Greenwich. Iu thisKings time,Cardi- 
nall Woolſey Founded two Colledges, One at Oxford, another ar Ipſmith-;t0 his 
Colledge at Oxford he had given foure rhouſand pounds Land a yeere, but his 
Lands being all confiſcare ro the King, che King rooke the Lands,bur yer gave 
tothe Colledge a competent maintenance for a Deane, eight Prebends, and a 
hundred Fellowes ; which Colledge is now called Chreft-Chwrch,and accounts 
King Hezry for their Founder. His Colledge ar 1pſwich was demoliſhed. 
This Cardinall alſo built Hampton-Court, the chiefeſt at rhis day of all rhe 
Kings houſes, aud built or enlarged White-hall, called rhen Torke-Place. King 
Heary in his foure and twentieth yeer,builr his, Manſion Houſe of Saint James, 
where alſo he made a faire Parke. This place before had heene an Hoſpitall of 
Siſters, with whom the King compounded, piving them Penſions during rheir 
lives. In his thirtierh yeere, N*cholas Grbſon Grocer, then Sheriffe of London, 
builded 2 Free- School at Ratcliffe nere London with maintenance for a Maſter 
ud an Uſher ; he alſo builded an Almſ-houſe there for fourteen poor and aged 
people. In his one and thirticth yeer, Thomas Huntlow rhe then Sheriff of Lox- 
, Fave certain tenements to the Haberdaſhers,for finding of ren Almeſ-men 
ofrhe fame company. In his ſix and thirtieth'ycer, Sir Jobn Al-» who had been 
twice Major .;{ London, and of the Kings Counſaile, gave ar his death, ro the

chons;from Maſſes, Durges,praying in any unknown tongue;zand for defe&t of 
Preachers, Homilies were appointed publickly to be red in Churches: & many 
for offering to maintaine rheſe Ceremonies, were cicher puniſhed or forced to 
[recant, Edmund Bonner Biſhop of Londonygwas commirted to the Fleer,for refu- 
| ago receive theſe Injutions;Stephen Gardiner Biſhop of Fincheſter was like- 
nile commirred firſt to the Fleer and after ro theTowet,for that he had preach-

firme in maintaining the change : alſo it was rhen ordered, chat no man 
ſhould ſpeak againſt recerving the Euchariſt in both kindes, and that Biſhops 
ſhould be placed by Collation of the King under-bis Letters Patents, withouc 
ay eleQion preceding, or confirmation inſuing ; and rhat all Proceſſes Eccle- 
faſticall ſhould be made in the Kings namie,as in VVrirs ac the Common-Law; 
adthar al Perſons exerciſing Ecclefiaſticall juriſdition,ſhould have the Kings 
Amis in the Seales of their Office : and further,rhe Statute of the fix Articles 
adother Statutes concerning puniſhment of Lollards were repealed, and the 
KWngs Supremacy over the Church of E»gland was confirmed.

Arcicles, bur all much to this purpoſe. The ProteQour, whether rhinking to 
ſpecd better by ſubmiſſhon then by conreſting ; or perhaps finding himſelfe | 
nor altogether innocent, (for indeed in ſo great a place, whocan beare himſclfe 
with ſuch ſincerity, bur he will commir erronurs, with which he ma y be raxed;) | 
ſubſcribed anacknowledgement with his owne hand ; humbly ſubmirring him- 
ſelfe ro the Kings mercy, and defiring their Lordſhips favour rowards bim. 
Upon this ſubmiſſion, three moncths afrer he had bin impriſoned, he was relea- 
ſed, enterrained and ferſted by the King, and ſworue again tobe a Privie Coun-

Sr his perſonage, it is ſaid, he was in body beautifull, of a ſweete | 
aſpe&, and ſpecially in his eyes, which ſeemed tohave a ſtarry livelineſſe 
and luſtre in them. Concerning his conditions, in matrer of fa, there is not 
much ro be ſaid ; but in matrer of diſpoſition and- inclination very much, cven 
to admiration. For though his tree was nor yet come to the maturity of bea- 
ring fruit, yet it was come ro the forwardneſfle to. bear plenty of buds and bloſ- 
ſomes., For proote of his mercifull diſpoſition this one example may be fuf- 
ficient ; when one 7oar Batcher was to be burned for blaſphemy and hereſic, 
all the Counſell could nor get him to ſfigne che Warrang, till the Archbiſhop 
Cranmer with much imporruniry perſwaded him, and then he did ir, but nor 
wichout weeping, For his pregnancy of wit, and knowledge in all kindes of 
learniug;we ſhall need bur to hear what Cardan(who.coming into Eneland,had 
often conference with him ) reporteth of him : that he was extraordinarily 
&kilfullin Languages, and in the Politicks ; well ſeen in Philoſophy and in D1- 
vinity, and generally indeed a very miracle of Art and Nature. He would an- 
ſwer Embaſſadours ſomerimes upon the ſuddaine, ceicher in Frexch or Latine , 
be knew che ſtare of forraigne Princes perfeRtly, and his own more.

Ing Edward being dead, the Duke of Northumberland tooke uponhimto 

fir at the Sterne, and ordered all things ar his pleaſure : ſo two dayesafter 

he with vthers of the Councell, ſent ro the Lord Major that he with fix Alder- 
{ men and twelve principall Commons, ſhould repaire preſently ro the Conn; 
to whom when To came , it was ſecrcrtly fignified that King Edward wa dead; 
and rhat by his laſt Will, co which all the Nobility and Judges had given al- 
ſent, he had appointed the Lady axe, daughter ro the Duke of Suffolke, to ſuc: 
ceede him ; his Letrers Parenrs whereof were ſhewed them, and therupon cher 
were required, to take rheir Oathes of Allegeance ro the Lady Jaze, andto

Abour this time when the Parliament was upon diſſolving z it was agreed 
upon by the Houſe of Commons , tro move the Queen to marry , that ſhe 
might have Iſſue to ſucceed her, ro which urpoſe, Thema Gargrave,Speak- 
er of the Houſe, with ſome few other choſen men;had acceſſe tothe Queen, 
who humbly made the motion to her, as a thing which the Kingdom in- 
| finitely defired , ſeeing they could never hope to have a better Prince, then 
out of her loyns: Whereunto the Queen anſwered in effe& rhus; Thar ſhe 
was already marryed ; namely, Tothe Kingdom of England : and behold 
(ſaith ſhe) the Pledge of the  Fodetn: with my husband , and therewith ſhe 
held out her finger, and ſhewed the Ring , wherewith , at the time of he! 
Coronation, ſhe gave her ſelf in Wedlock tothe Kingdom : andiif( ſaith ſhe) 
I _—_ ſelf ro this husband, and take no other z yer I doubrnot but God 
will you as good Kings, as if were born of me ; foraſmuch 35 
we ſee by dayly experience, That the Tfſue of the beſt Princes do often de- 
generate: And for my ſelf, it ſhall be ſufficient that a Marble ſtone declare 
That a Queen having Raigned ſuch a rime, lived and dyed a Virgin. I"- 
decd beforethis time, many Matches had been offered her : Firlt , King 
Philip : and when he was out of hope of matching with her himſelf, he 
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then dealt with the Emperor Ferdinand his Unkle, ro commend his Fo 
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Son Charles, Duke of <A##ria, tro her for a husband; And when this ſuc- 
ceeded nor, then Foby, Duke of Finland, ſecond Son to Gau#tavas King of 
Sweden, was ſent 4 (iced to. ſolicite for his eldeſt Brother Erricac 
who was honourably receiyed , but the Match rejeted. Then Adolphus 
Duke of Holſt, Unkle ro Frederick King of Denmark, came into England, 
upon a great hope of ſpeeding ; but the Queen beſtowed upon him the 
hcour of the Garter, anda yeerly Penſion, bur not her ſelf, Then Fames 
Earl of Arran, was commended to her by the Proteſtants of Scorland ; but 
neither the man nor the motion was accepted. . Of meaner Fortunes there 
were ſomeat home that pleaſed themſelves with hope of her Marriage : 
Firſt, Sir William Pickering , a Gentleman of a good Houle, and a good 
Eſtate z bur that which moſt commended him, was his ſtudiouſneſſe of good 
ſetters, and ſweet demeanour. Then Henry, Earl of Arundel , exceeding 
rich, but now in his declining age.

It was now the Fifth yeer of Queen Elizabeths Raine : when diverſe

Wales , to Declare the Queen of Scots, Queen of England; and Arthur Poole 
Duke of Clearace , which particulars they confeſſed ar che Barre, and were 
thereupon condemned to die ; bur had their lives ſpared, in regard they 
were of the Blood Royall. Allo the Ladie Katherine Grey , daughter to 
Henry Grey Duke of Suffolke , by the eldeſt daughter of Charles Brandon . 
having formerly been married ro the Earle Pembreokes eldeſt ſonne; and 
from him ſoone after lawfull divorced, was ſome yeers after found to 
be :with childe by Edward Stymoure Earl of Hertford : who being, at 
that time in France , was preſently ſent for , and being examined , be- 
fore the Archbiſhp of Canterbury : and affirming they were lawfully 
married , but not being able within a limited time to produce 
witneſſes of their marriage; they were both committed to the Tower : 
where ſhe was brought to Bed: and after by the Connivence or Corruption 
of their Keepers, being ſuffered ſometimes ro come together : Shee was 
with childe by him again, which made the Queen more angry then before, 
ſo as Sir Edward Warnet Lieutenent of the Tower was put our of his place, 
and the Farle was fined in the ſtar-chamber, five thouſand pounds, and 
keptin priſon/nine yeers after. Though in pleading of bis Caſe ; One 
John Hales argued ; They were way 7 and wite, by virtue of their 
owne bare Conſent, without any Eccleſicſtica}ll Ceremonie.

In the mean while, the Prince of Conde drawn on with a hope, to marry 
the Queen of Scots, and to have the chiet Government in Fraxce, during 
the Kings Minority, concluded a Peace with the King, and with theGw- 
ſes, foxs now , all French, as well Proteſtants as Papiſts, required ro 
have Newhaven delivered up : Bur the Earl of Warw:ck perceiving the 
fcklenefſe of the French Proteſtants, Firſt ro make ſute ro draw him into 
Fraxce, and now upon fo flight occaſion to require him ro be gone, he 
ſhutrceth all French, both Proteſtants and Papiſts, out of the Town, and 
layes hold of their Ships , the. French on the other ſide make readyto {et 
upon the Town, ſaying, They fought not now for Religion, but fortheir 
Countrey ; wherefore it was meet that both Proteſtants and Papiſts ſhould 
joyn their Forces, ſeeing they had already concluded a Peace betwixt 
themſelves: And hereupon the Duke of Memorancy ſent a Trumpetter to 
the Earl of Warwick, commanding him yeeld the Town ;, who making an- 
{wer by Sir Hugh Pawlet, That he would never yeeld it without the Queens 
leave : he thereupon beſieged the Town, and with great violence of Bat- 
tery, ſought to get it by force : Which Queen El:Zabeth hearing, ſhe ſenta 
Commiſſon to the Earl of Warwick ro yeeld it up , if upon honourable 
Conditions ; which ſoon after was accordingly done, after the Engliſh 
had held it eleven months , and rhen rhe Earl , without any diſhonour for 
yeelding up a Town, which the Peſtilence made him no lefſe unwilling 
then unable to hold, he returned into England : but that which was more 
dolefull then the loſſe of Newhavey, he brought the Peſtilence with him in- 
to England. The recovery of this Town not onely made the French to 
triumph , but hereupon the Chancellor of Frasce pronounced openly, 
That by this Warre, the Engliſh had loſt all their Right ro Calirt, 
and were not to require it any more, ſetingit was one of the Cond: 
tions , That neither of the Nations ſhould make Warre upon the other ; 
which was the Paint ſtood upon by the King of France and his mother, 
Rn CL Elizabeth ſent Sir Thomas Smith to demand Calice to be it 

ored. 

At this time there were ſuch croſſe deſignes amongſt the Princes 
of Chriſtendome , char a very good Polititian could hardly under- 
ſtand their Ayms., The Duke of Guiſe being lain in the Civill 
Warte, the Queen of Scots Dowry was not paid her in Frances, © 
the SCots were put off from being the Kings Guard : This exceedingly 
diſpleaſed the Queen of Scors : but thento pleaſe her again, and for fear 
left hereupon ſhe ſhould apply her ſelf ro the friendſhip of the Engliſh, her

And though ſhe conſented not injplain | 
rearms to declare a Succeſſor, yer ſoon after ſhe gave ſame intimation of 
it; for one Thornton, a Reader of the Civill Law in Londen,*who in bis Le- 
Qures, called the Queen of Scots Right inqueſtion, was clapped up in pri- 
ſon for his labour. | | 

In the beginning of her ninth yeer,Charles the ninth; King of Frencg, ſent 
his Ambaſſadour Ramboulet into oe to-the Queen, with the Robes and 
Ornaments of the Order of S. Michael, to beſtow upon which two of: her 
Nobility ſhe pleaſed, and ſhe making choice of the Duke of Norfolk, and 
the Earl of Leiceſter, they were by Ramboulet inveſted with them ; an- Ho- 
nour that had never been conferred upon any Engliſh, but only K. Henry the 
cighth, King Edward the fixth, and Charls Brandon Duke of Suffolk, though 
afterward proſticuted almoſt to any, without difference.

And now to return tothe Aﬀairs of Scotland : The nineteenth of Tune 
laſt paſt, the Queen of Scots, ina happy hour, was at Edixborough Caſtle 
diliveted of a Son, that was afterward Fames the ſixth of Scorland, and the 


firſt Monarch of Great Britain ; whereof ſhe preſently ;ſent word to 
Queen ZliZabeth by'F.ames Melvyre , who thereupon ſent Sir Henry Killigrew

This unkindeneſſe berween' them was fomented by one David Riz1e 
an Tralian, whom the Queen had taken into. her ſervice, firſt, as 4 
Muſician ,. and then raking a liking to him, made him here ,Secrerary 
for the French Tongue z by” means whereot;- he-had oftentimes ſecret 
conference with her, when rhe King her Husband might not be admut- 
ted. This indignity the King himſelf , being: given ro his pleaſures of 
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—— | Hunting and Hawking , reſented nor fo much, as ſotne Lords that were 
his friends ; who cold him-plainly ,. That it ſtood: not with his Ho. 
novr ro ſuffer this fellow to live. By whole inſtigation the King drawn 
ro plot his death; One day, taking with him che Earl of Kewven, and 
other , he ruſhed into the Queens Chamber at her Supper time , where 
finding David Rizie at a Cupboord , raſting {ome meat that had been 
taken from the Table , he ſeized upon im , dragged him forth into 
an outer Chamber , and: there murthered him , the Queen at tha 
time being great. with childe j and like by that affright to have mif. 
carryed : But the Fa& being done, the King came in to her again, af. 
ſuring her there was no hurt at all intended ro her Perſon. The man 
that had animated the King to do this faſt , was eſpecially the Earl 
Murray , of whom it is neceſſary to fay ſomething , becauſe his pan 
will be the greateſt of all che Scottiſh ARions of this time. He was 
che baſe ſonne of King Fames the fifth , and ſo the baſe brother of 
the Queen ; made” ar firſt , Prior of Saint Andrewes : Bur not liking 
thar Religious Title, he affeted rather ſome Temporall Honour , which 
when the Queen, being then in Frexce, denyed him , then in an angry 
mood returned into Scotland , where, by the advice of Knox, whom 
he held for a great Patriark, brought the matter ſo to paſſe, that in 
an Aſſembly of the States, the Religion was altered, and the French 
were baniſhed our of Scotland. Yet afterward, as ſoon as the Queen 
was 2 Widow , he poſted into France, and ſo infinuated with her, that | 
ſhe created him ..Earl of Mwrray , and promoted him to an Honourable 
Marriage. Being thus exalted, he returned into Scotland ; where, for 
the further growth of his ambitious defignes, he ſowed ſeeds of Se- 
dition ; affirming often , what a miſery it was to be under the Com- 
mand of a woman , and that'Royalry was not to be ryed to any Stock 
or Kindred , bur to Vertue onely , whether the parties were legitimate or 
no; by this courſe making way to the Kingdom for himſelf. To this 
end, he uſed all the means he could to keep the Queen from marrying 
again's; which when he could not effe&, he then ſought wayes howto 
make diſcord between her and her Husband , for which cauſe he had 

. cauſed 'the King to murther Rizie. Of the foulneſſe of which Fat, 
| when' the ry had a while grew ſenſible, he meant to be revengedof 
Murray , who had counſelled him to do it : which Mwrray underſtanding, 
prevented it with cauſing the like to be done ro him, as will preſently be 
ſeen. For the Queen having been delivered of a Son, and the day 2p- 
pointed for the Chriſtning being come , where the God-fathers were 
Charles King of France, and Philibert Duke of Savoy ; Queen Elizabeth be- 
ing requeſted ro be God-mother, ſent thicher the Earl of Bedford as her 
Deputy, and a Font of Maſſie Gold for a Preſent, in value 10431. but 
gave him expreſſe Command, Thar he ſhould not honour Darly with the 
Title of King. But before a month or two , after the Chriſtning 
were paſſed, The King in a ſtormy and tempeſtuous night , was ſtrang- 
led in his Bed, and then caſt forth into the Garden, and the houſe unme- 
diately blown up with Gun-powder.

When 
the Earl came into France, he found that the King was at Noyon, andin 
Normandy no preparation for the War at all, which ſeemed ſtrange, and 
much troubled him, but by and by Sir Roger Williams comes to him from 
the King, requeſting him to come to Noyon, that” they might confer con- 
cerning a courſe of War.
